CIO United Mine Workers’ 
pickets late yesterday turned 
back employes of a Youngs- 
town Sheet & Tube Company 
captive coal mine near Pitts- 
burgh a short time after union 
and management conferees on 
the captive mine dispute 
broke off negotiations in 
Washington, still deadlocked 


on the union shop issue. 

The men turned back were 
about 50 coke oven workers of 
the company’s Buckeye mine in 
Greene county, Pa.—close to Fay- 
ette county, world’s greatest coke- 
producing district. 

In breaking off negotiations 
with steel company representa- 
tives, John L. Lewis, UMW pres- 
ident, stood firm on his order for 
a work stoppage by 53,000 miners, 
checking the next action up to 
President Roosevelt—and maybe 
congress. 

Although -the Buckeye mine 
workers were turned back from 
their jobs, a shift of 75 to 100 
men of the Colonial and Phillips 
mines of the H. C. Frick Coke 
Company reported for work on 
their shifts at 5 o’clock yesterday 
se peags — apparently disregard- 

ing the strike order. 

New Crisis Reached. 

With these developments, it was 
apparent that government-labor 


‘relations in the light of the de- 


fense program had reached a cri- 
sis, for Mr. Roosevelt had declar- 
ed only Friday that production 
from the coal mines—owned by 
steel companies busy with arma- 
ment orders—must continue with- 
out delay.

{Possibility that the captive 
coal strike might spread to a 
general walkout of all CIO 
miners from coal pits through- 
out the nation was seen when 
Lewis ordered the UMW pol- 
icy committee to meet at 9:30 
a. m. today, International 
News Service reported. The 
committee is composed of 200 
representatives of various 
CIO union districts. There 
have been reports that they 
would instruct their workers 
to walk out in sympathy.) 

CIO Backs UMW. 

In Detroit yesterday, the execu- 
tive board of the CIO pledged its 
unqualified support for the ef- 
forts by the UMW to gain a union 
shop. 

When yesterday’s final and 
fruitless conference broke up, 
spokesmen for the steel industry 
declared flatly that they were 
“undivided in our opposition to a 
closed shop or a union shop.” 

Lewis, president of the UMW, 
asserted just as flatly that since 
the commefcial mines operate un- 


der a union shop, which requires 
ed] 


workers to belong to the un- 
ion, the UMW “could not extend 
special favors to the steel com- 
panies.” 
The strike truce granted by 
Lewis for last-ditch negotiations 
expired Saturday midnight and 
first full effects of the stoppage 
are expected to be apparent this 
morning when the miners normal- 
ly would return to work after the 
Sabbath day of rest. 

President Roosevelt will -get a 
report today from both sides on 
the negotiations.

Tokyo Warns 
Its ‘Patience’ 


Is Nearing Kind 


Premier Bluntly States 
Terms Demanded 
To Prevent War.

Japan pushed the Pacific 
crisis toward the point of 
peace or war today. Tokyo 
warned the United States that 
her patience was nearing an 
end and laid down terms for 
keeping the war out of the 
Pacific. 

They were that the economic 
blockade must be lifted; that the 
“military encirclement” of Japan 
through agreements of America, 
Britain, China and the Nether- 
lands, be abolished; that normal 
trade relations be restored; and 
that others keep their hands off 
Japan’s settlement*of the conflict 
with China. 

“Little Less Than War.” 

These points were pronounced 
by Premier Hideki Tojo, who de- 
clared to the diet that the United 
States-British economic freezing 
measures were only a “little less 
hostfle than carrying on armed 
warfare.” . 

Foreign Minister Shigenori Togo 
then told the diet that the time 
for negotiations with the United 
States was drawing toward a close 
and warned: “There is naturally a 


limit to our conciliatory attitude.” 

Experienced Far Eastern ob- 
servers saw no indication of a 
willingness to conciliate in the 
Japanese statements. They said 
the Japanese, on the contrary, ap- 
parently had failed to understand 
the first fundamentals of the 
American position, and were get- 
ting desperate because of economic 
strangulation.

Togo warned that Japan would 
face “with firm and resolute atti- 
tude” any resulting — situation 
which might “menace the very 
existence of our empire or com- 
promise the prestige of Japan as 
a great power.” 

The address, sent around the 
world by the Domei agency, is the 
means the Japanese . government 
customarily adopts to state its 
position for the record. 

It had nothing but praise for the 
Axis, nothing but harsh words for 
the anti-Axis powers. 

In speeches yesterday the pre- 
mier and. Navy Minister Shige- 
taro Shimada declared Japan’s de- 
termination to conclude the na- 
tion’s “greater East Asia” program 
—come what may.

WASHINGTON,: Nov. 16.— 
An American cruiser has cap- 
tured an Axis merchantman 
which sought to bluff its way 
through the British blockade 
with a false flaunting of the 
Stars and Stripes, the Navy 
Department announced to- 
night. : 

The ship, which was cruising 
in the Atlantic near the equator, 
was taken in custody November 6 
when the cruiser’s commander 
became suspicious of her despite 
American flags blazoned on her 
sides and deck and an American 


|name painted on her pilot house 


and stern. 
No Fight Indicated. 

The capture was effected ap- 
parently without a fight—in fact 
the crew tried to blow up the ship 
when the cruiser signalled her to 
heave to and lowered a boat to in- 
vestigate her. { 

Then her sailors ran|up signal 
“Send boats for passengers, 
I am sinking.” 

A carefully worded naval an- 
nouncement gave only meager de- 
tails of the incident—the first in 
which the Navy has reported tak- 
ing the initiative against an Axis 
ship on the high seas /|since the 
Start of the Atlantic patrol—and 
withheld the name of the cruiser 
and the identity of the ¢aptive.

Using the Dead 

Misuse of the congressional franking privi- 
lege, on United States mail, by appeasement 
groups or pro-Nazi organizations in this coun- 
try has recently drawn attention to this an- 
cient “courtesy” claimed by all senators and 
representatives. 

A federal grand jury at Washington is now 
engaged in an investigation of glaring ex- 
amples of such misuse of the congressional 
frank, in sending out propaganda by the mil- 
lions of pieces. 

One of the most astounding and glaring in- 
_Stances of this misuse has recently come to 
light. 

Copies of a speech advocating appeasement 
with Hitler, made by the late Senator Erne 


Lundeen, of Minnesota, together with post- 


cards distributed by the “National Copper- 
heads,” a pro-Nazi and anti-Semitic group, 
have been mailed, within the past month, from 
New York, in franked envelopes of Senator 
Lundeen. 

And the Minnesota senator has been dead 
for more than a year! 

Reproductions of- these Lundeen-franked 
envelopes, postmarkéd at New York on October 
15 of this year, are contained in the Anti-Nazi 
Bulletin, publication of the Non-Sectarian 
Anti-Nazi League. — 

It is bad enough when living congressmen 
permit their franked envelopes to be used to 
send anti-American propaganda, postage free, 
-through the United States mails but when 
these same propagandists reach into the grave 


to use the name of a senator long deceased, 
it is piling effrontery upon trickery.

It does not 
matter which party name either group chooses. 
Today more thought is being given to issues, 
and decisions will be made on issues rather 
than/on party affiliations. :

Simplify To Save 

That it is an ill wind that blows nobody 
good has no better application than in a request 
of the Bureau of Industrial Conservation of 
the Office of Production Management urging 
manufacturers in every field to consider how 
they might reduce the number of varieties or 
style in their products. It is pointed out such 
a simplification program is needed to save 
vital materials not only for national defense, 
but for civillan supply. 

In this connection, it was stressed conserva- 
tion may be accomplished by many methods, 
with simplification one of the most direct and 
important. Officials stated, for instance, that 
recent statistics gathered in connection with 
simplified practice methods already introduced 
and adhered to by industry gave ample indi- 
cation of the vast possibilities of conservation. 
Which means, in the ultimate analysis, that 
what must be done, can be done, and with 
good to all. 

It was interesting, in this connection, to 
observe that application of simplified practices 
actually obtained results. For instance, in the 
case of range boilers and expansion tanks, it 
was found the number of varieties could be 
reduced from 130 to 13. In the manufacture 
of milk and cream bottles and bottle caps the 
result was also gratifying—from 49 to four, 
while in the case of ice cream mold sizes, the 
reduction was 30 to one. 

Here are clearcut examples of the manu- 
fecturer, as well as those interested in conser- 
vation for national defense, benefiting. When 
benefit is mutual, the advantage gained takes 
on special significance. It means that pulling 
together does good all around. That, assuredly, 
is worthy of note in these times when co- 
operation is so badly needed on so many fronts.

KURUSU IS CAREER DIPLOMAT The other son-of-a-gun 


is international public 
enemy No. 1, Adolf Hitler. Our practical aim was and is the mini- 
mum diversion of effort to the Pacific from the earliest possible 
knockout blow for Hitler. 

And this is how Kurusu fits into the present situation and the 
negotiations which led up to it. He is a professional career diplo- 
mat. As minister of foreign affairs, Admiral Kichisaburo Nomura, 
now ambasador to the United States, sent Kurusu as ambassador 
to Belgium, where'‘he was for two years. 

When Yosuke Matsuoka became minister of foreign affairs in 
the Konoye cabinet, Kurusu was transferred to Berlin. where he 
signed the tripartite Axis pact, with which he was unsympathetic, 
September 27, 1940. Nomura was also opposed to the pact. 

The powerful clique of Japanese generals was convinced from 
the start of a Nazi victory. They would make their plans accord- 
ingly, but were hampered by opposition of the admirals. 

When Matsuoka made his European trip, the Japanese naval 
chiefs served notice on him that he must not commit the Japanese 
navy to war on the United States. 


KONOYE SOUGHT A BALANCE Prince Konoye seems to 

have been trying to hold 
He sent Nomura as ambassador to the 
United States. The generals had their way in the occupation of 
Indo-China. Our response was the freezing of credits and appli- 
cation of the embargo against Japan. 

Both the Japanese ambassadors in Berlin and Moscow told 
Tokyo that the German army would force Russia to her knees in 
from six weeks to three months. Konoye found that he had been 
fooled by the ambassadors while the United States had pledged 
aid to Russia in quantity and in earnest. 

Thereafter, reports from Ambassador Nomura had a more atten- 
tive ear, and the “wait and see” communications from the em- 
bassies in Berlin and Moscow a less attentive ear in Tokyo. After 
the Roosevelt-Churchill meeting, Konoye proposed a meeting with 
Roosevelt. The President was not definitely discouraging. He 
wanted to avoid war with Japan. Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
held stiff for a preliminary understanding to precede the meeting, 
and it was out; and Konoye was out, and General Hideki Tojo was 
in as Japanese premier. 

With the advent of Tojo and the military clique to power, it 
looked as though the die had been cast for war with us. But 
meanwhile, Moscow had not yet fallen, winter was closing in on 
the German army in Russia. We lent Russian $1,000,000,000 when 
a few million would be so welcome to Japan, and we were more 
vigorously backing China. Our repeal of the neutrality act was 
foreseen. 

The generals argue that if Japan goes into the war on the side 
of the Axis with all her power, a common tripartite victory is sure. 
After all that has happened, Japan’s concessions will have to be 
Sacked by guarantees.

Guns on Ships. 

Now that the neutrality repeal 
act has passed and it is possible 
for American merchant ships to 
enter any. port of the world, once 
again, and to be armed, the 
thought of the United States Navy 
busy placing five-inch guns on 
cargo ship decks and placing naval 
gun crews on board to handle the 
guns, revives memories of those 
days, now more than two years 
gone, when we lived on board the 
S. S. Aquitania in Southampton 
harbor, waiting to sail for home, 
while the British mounted guns 
on the deck just outside our smok- 
ing room. 

We stayed at that pier for two 
full days. Monotonous days they

There was a de- 
tachment of British troops on the

It is quite a complicated and 
tedious job, mounting guns on a 
ship’s deck. There has to be steel 
support built below the deck, a re- 
volving, circular steel plate fixed 
for the gun mounting. Ship’s rail 
and anything else which might be 
within fire range has to be re- 
moved. Finally the gun itself has 
to be mounted with the accuracy 
and precision of a watch. Ammuni- 
tion, shells and charges, stacked 
near by.

ONE WORD MORE

COMMON SCHOOLS Georgia, along with the rest of the 

southern states, ironically spends more 
of what it collects in taxes on schools than any other section of. the 
nation, yet spends less actual money on schools than any other 
section. 

‘Lack of education, and its resulting ignorance, is a curse respon- 
sible for a majority of our embarrassing problems. 

At Agnes Scott on Saturday there was held a forum. Agnes 
Scott has a program each year for its alumnae weekend and the forum 
this year was a sort of fac¥#tcing one, A discussidn, properly avoid- 
ing controversial issues, concerned the state educational problem. 
Statistics used were from the State Department of Education. 

Does it shock you that our state records show that 50 per cent 
of our children never enter the fifth grade? 

This does not mean that 50 per cent of them have four years of 
a common school education. Many drop out after one or two years. 
Fifty per cent get as many as four years. f 

Not all the remaining 50 per cent go as far as high school. 

A large percentage never get to high school. 

Of the relatively small number who finish high school, about 
17 per cent enter college. 

Those who take such pride in defending the.political system 
which has helped produce a situation where 50 per cent of the 
state’s children never go farther than the fourth grade, are fond of 
saying that all statistics which reveal any painful facts are merely 
the attack of foundations and critics. Wh&en they defend themselves 
one may assume they defend the results. * 

These facts are from the state’s own records. 

It is entirely according to pattern that a vote-getting appeal 
should be made in behalf of “a college degree for every boy and 
girl,” no matter whether they wart it or can use it, in a state where 
50 per cent of the children never enter the fifth grade. It is a 
typical political approach instead of a planned approach to the 
problem. There can never be a really strong system of higher 
education until the common schools are made strong.

If Georgia were to spend as much per child attending school as 
the nation spends as a whole, it would be necessary for Georgia to 
more than double her expenditures for elementary and secondary 
schools. 

That is, she would have to raise more than $20,000,000 a year in 
addition to what she now raises in taxes. 

Georgia can’t do it. The money just isn’t available. 

Georgia has 2.84 per cent of the nation’s children between the 
ages of 5 and 17, but has only 0.99 per cent of the nation’s tax- 
paying ability. 

There is still another measure. | 

The total spendable income in Georgia amounts to $1,117 per: 
child, 5 to 17 years old, as compared, with $2,895 for the national 
average and $4,191 for the northeastern states. The farmers of 
Georgia, for instance, have only $415 per child. The non-farm 
people have about five times as much to spend per child, but even 
thev are below the national average. 

All this means, of course, that we will never be able to educate 
our children as we should unless federal aid is given us. Federal 
aid must be given in proportion to the need and the number of 
children to be educated. 

It also means that the states themselves must ask whether they 
are willing to go on chanting of past glories and great patriots of 
the past and refuse to see what has been done to education and to 
the general economy of the state by the political leaders of the type 
we have and have had. 


ESSENCE OF DEMOCRACY The essence of democracy is

If we are providing opportunity for only 50 per cent of our 
children to finish the fourth grade, what have we done to democracy? 

If our white teachers are paid an average of about $12 per week 
for their first year or two of teaching, and if the average is but

enthusiasm for our government are we creating in the minds of our 
teachers? (The colored average is, of course, considerably lower.) 

Henry MclIntosh, the very able publisher of the Albany Herald 
and a citizen who devotes much of his time and his ability to serving 
his state, pointed out that the post-war periods always are more 
dangerous and exacting than the war periods themselves. 

We have been going along for more than half a century, building 
up ge lets and creating a large population of persons who have 
had n6 more than four grades of common schooling. They have 
constituted that large group which has been, with but few excep- 
tions, the low income group and the low standard of living group. 

The war and national defense have given them higher incomes 
and a higher standard of living. If they were to be dropped down 
again there would be terrific discontent. 

Ask yourself this one question—have you heard a single one of 
our political leaders even mention any post-war planning? 

Shall we then concern ourselves with these things at all? Or 
shall we discuss the blue of our sky, the radiant color of our autumn 
leaves? Shall we console ourselves that Robert Toombs, Alexander 
Stephens, Crawford Long ang Howell Cobb, to mention a few, are 
in the pages of our history and therefore the thing to do today is to 
think on pleasant things and ignore the unpleasant?

KANSAS CITY. 

In the October issue of The Na- 
tional Municipal Review, 1941, ap- 
pears an article on Kansas City, 
by Stanley High, which _ every 
city dweller in this country should 
read. The article is reproduced, 
in abbreviated form, in the No- 
vember issue of The Reader’s Di- 
gest. 

“Politically calloused Kansas 
City,” writes Mr. High, “has its 
chin up. A campaign, fought from 
the street corners, in the pulpits, 
and at the front door of every 
home, in which the women gave! 
the touch that finished the job,| 
has lifted Kansas City from a 
near-record low among American | 
municipalities to rank with the| 
best.” 

Mr. High goes on to relate the| 
story in detail—how the revolt} 
began in 1932, when a group of! 
young Kansas City citizens started 
a movement to educate the young- 
er generations of voters in “good 
government.” Upshot of that ven- 
ture was a bipartisan Fusion ticket 
in 1934 in which two places on 
the eight-man city council were 
filled by the Fusion ticket. Three 
men were killed at the polling! 
places by armed thugs, employed 
by the machine. Alarmed, the po- 
litical bosses padded voting lists 
for 1936 until 35 per cent of the 
names were fraudulent. The ma~<

things have really been happen- 
ing in Kansas City. Immemorial 
deficits have been turned into a 
present cash surplus of a million 
and a half dollars. Gangsters now 
give Kansas City a wide berth. 
The 12-block red-light district and’ 
the gambling joints have been shut) 
tight. Robberies have been reduced 
78 per cent, and auto thefts re- 
duced from 186 to 18 a month. | 

Instead of a dozen inadequately 
supervised playgrounds, the city 
now runs and supervises 59 play- 
grounds. Juvenile delinquency has 
been reduced 80 per cent. L. B. 
Reed, a member of FBI’s Kansas 
City staff, was made police chief. 
The force is now largely composed 
of young men, selected on a merit 
system. 

I want to devote this last para- 
graph to the figures above cited 
with reference to what was done 
in Kansas City for the children, 
particularly the underprivileged 
children, in providing adequate 
playground facilities, and the 
amazing results.
